CAUSES OF COUGHING 


Imagine your embarrassment if just at the most exciting moment 
in a moving picture, you feel a tickling in your throat and start out 
on a prolonged coughing spell. The worst of it is that one good 
cough calls for another, and you keep on coughing until everyone 
is looking at you. If you belong to that vast army of people who 
are embarrassed every winter by disturbing coughing spells, you 
will appreciate learning the causes of coughing. 

The cough is nature’s way of getting rid of. something that 
should not. have been admitted. If you will watch yourself next time 
you cough you will note that just before the cough, you open your | 
mouth and swallow ‘a gulp of air. The extra air is used to give more. . 
force to the act of coughing. 

There are many different things which will make you cough. 
When you swallow food down your windpipe, you will cough heroically 
lo get it out. Once it is coughed up your distress is gone. Most coughs, 
however, are due to irritating mucus which generally collects in the 
bronchial tubes. As ‘the secretion cf mucus accumulates, the nerves —
